In the meantime, the effort to launch a congrtsiiionaJ inquiry inio the Roswell cuse is pfoteedirig. 
A Member of the U.S, House of Representatives is making official inquinct into the matter, and 
1 request for a congressional investigation is expected in the near future. It is hoped that the 
investigation will lead to hearings, which will produce more witnesses and more evidence, mia 
the apparent recovery of a craft and bodies outside Roswell. N.M., in July 1947. 

Thanks to those who responded to our most recent appeal, the Fund was able to fully support half 


of the costs of an ongoing abduciinn duiabase project being coordinated by lesearcher Dan 


Wright. The Fund and the Mutual UFO Network arc sharing the costs of the S7.000 project, 
which involves making transcripdon.s of hypnosis sessions with abduction witnesses and entering 
the material Into a computer database. The information will be made available to a select group 
of qualified researches 

We’re pleased to report that the recipient of this year’s Isabel Davis Award, as selected by our 
supporters, is Raymond Fiwler, investigator and author of six books on the UFO subject, Mr. 
Fowler will receive an award in the amount of ll.tJUO. The Isabel L Davis Memonal Award 
was established in 1986 ’"to recognize long-term accomplishments and excellence in promoting 
rationaJ inquiry into reported UFO sightings and related phenomena.''
